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NEWPORT-BALBOA. — More 
than 100,000 spectators will be 
attracted here tonight for the an¬ 
nual Tournament of Lights, spec¬ 
tacular water parade, beginning 
at 7:30 o’clock from the Balboa 
Island ferry landing. 

Civic floats, yachts and sail¬ 
boats will parade to the music 
of several bands over a five-mile 
route, touching nearly every point 
on the bay. 

The long line of brilliantly- 
lighted floats will be led by a 
stately barge, depicting an en¬ 
chanted forest and carrying Miss 
Maurice Shipp of Long Beach as 
Snow White, queen of the parade. 

The boats will touch Balboa Is¬ 
land, Lido Isle and Harbor Island 
before swinging across the chan¬ 
nel to the Newport-Balboa penin¬ 
sula. From there, they will fol¬ 
low the peninsula almost to Co¬ 
rona del Mar before turning back 
to Balboa Island. 


Dist. Atty. W. F. Menton today 
formally walked out of the board 
of supervisors’ $100,000 fee suit 
against Sheriff Logan Jackson. 

Menton served on Willard 
Smith, chairman of the board, and 
County Clerk B. J. Smith notice 
of a motion for a court order per¬ 
mitting his withdrawal from the 
second “fee case’’ filed this week 
by Edgar B. Hervey, San Diego 
attorney, engaged by the super¬ 
visors. 

CASE MAY COLLAPSE 

If his motion is granted, legal 
authorities said, the case may col¬ 
lapse, since Hervey was engaged 
only as a "special assistant to 
the district attorney,” and may be 
able to take no action, if the dis¬ 
trict attorney is not attorney of 
record in the suit. 

Menton’s motion stated as 
grounds that he was not consult¬ 
ed with reference to filing of the 
$100,000 suit although he legally 
is given power to direct and con¬ 
trol the county’s court actions; 
that the use of his name on the 
complaint filed by Hervey was 
not authorized; and that he be¬ 
lieves Hervey instituted the suit 
without any authority whatso¬ 
ever. 

IN COURT FRIDAY 

An affidavit accompanying the 
notice on motion states that Men¬ 
ton believes Hervey had no au¬ 
thority from the board to file the 
second suit for $100,000 after a 
former action for $75,000 had been 
dismissed; that the action was 
"improperly filed and is an at¬ 
tempt to bind affiant as counsel 
without affiant’s consent or ap¬ 
proval.” 

Menton’s motion will be heard 
in superior court next Friday. 

“I feel this is my duty,” said 
Menton as he filed the notice, 
to protect my office and the 
county—and the board of super¬ 
visors—to that extent from any 
ill-advised actions. I have been 
ready at all times to file an ap¬ 
propriate action to determine the 
validity of this ordinance. I still 
am ready to do so.” 

WEBB MIGHT ACT 

If Menton is allowed to with¬ 
draw from the case, some legal 
authorities said, the board’s suit 
will collapse unless supervisors 
can prevail on Atty. Gen. U. S. 
Webb, who is the only official with 
that power, to appoint special 
counsel. Hervey can be engaged 
by the board only as “special as¬ 
sistant to the district attorney,” 
they said. 

Supervisors hired Hervey to 
bring the action more than six 
months ago after they passed the 
controversial salary ordinance, 
which was drawn to take from 
Jackson and four other officials 
fees which they formerly kept un¬ 
der state law.

MEMBERSHIP REQUIRED 

He said there was noe project 
director who he accused of favor¬ 
ing Workers Aliiance members. 

“Certainly I have and what are 
you going to do about it,” Verdi 
said the director replied. 

Charles Walton, WPA play di¬ 
rector, testified “it was a known 
fact in New York that the way 
to get ahead in New York fed¬ 
eral theater projects was through 
the Workers Alliance.” 

Walton said he “wouldn’t have 
a Communist on the lot—I regard 
them as trouble makers,” but that 
he was reprimanded for that at¬ 
titude.

A third witness, Garland Kerr, 
actor and stage manager of New 
York, who became a federal the¬ 
ater project company director, said 
workers in one New York theater 
were paid by government funds 
while marching in a May day 
“Communist” parade there in 1936. 

“They brought their signs to 
the theater and then went to the 
parade, doing no work at all that 
day,” Kerr said.

1. The Federation of Mexican 
Agricultural Workers, although 
their week-long strike still tech¬ 
nically is in effect, are expected 
to go back to work next week, 
with a total of around 750 tomato 
pickers in the fields Monday.

An employers’ spokesman said 
a special, private locomotive was 
assigned to the^car today to speed 
up its tour of additional ware¬ 
houses. 

Union representatives declared 
that operators of 19 public ware¬ 
houses involved in the tieup were 
named in complaints drawn up 
ready for presentation to the La¬ 
bor Relations board.

Most insurance men today are 
specialists, and a good “life" man 
would know little about casualty, 
automobile or fire insurance.

Though all life insurance is 
based on “ordinary life" where 
you pay so much in premiums as 
long as you live and a relative 
gets a fixed sum when you die, 
there are almost as many varia¬ 
tions of it as there are custo¬ 
mers, since an agent can write 
almost any kind of policy the 
prospect wants. 

• • • 

Biggest trend in life insurance 
selling: Writing it on a “pro¬ 
gram” basis. Insurance man in¬ 
terviews his prospect, finds what 
his problems, income, family con¬ 
ditions, etc., are, then drafts thrf 
insurance program accordingly. 

* • • 

Sample program: Insurance 
that pays a lump sum of $1000 
on death to cover funeral ex¬ 
penses (national burial average, 
say statistically-minded insurance 
men, is $1000 to $1220); then it 
will continue the exact salary of 
the deceased for two years to 
give the family a chance to ad¬ 
just; after that it will pay a 

smaller fixed sum to the widow 
for life, to the children until they 
grow up; extra amounts may be 
included for Christmas and birth¬ 
day presents to survivors, possi¬ 
bly another lump gum to pay off 

a mortgage on a house. 

• • • 

Most popular insurance policy 
recently: Family income type, a 
combination of ordinary insurance 
and “term” insurance. It pays 
so much a month to the family 
for a predetermined number of 
years after the policy-holder’s 
death, after that either pays tne 
face amount of the policy in a 
lump sum or pays a life income 
to the wife. 

• * • 

Under this plan, for instance, 
a young man might pay $27.20 
a month for a $23,780 policy. It 
would provide $100 a month to 
his family for 20 years (by then, 
his children would be grown), 
then would be turned in for $10,- 
000 cash, or turned into a life 
income of $50 a month for the 
wife.

Principal variations of ordinary 
life: Term insurance, which cov¬ 
ers you with Insurance for a def¬ 
inite number of years, is annually 
renewable at a slight increase in 
premium; 10- and 20-pay life, 
where you pay a premium for a 
definite number of years, get pro¬ 
tection for the rest of your life; 
endowment Insurance, which pro¬ 
tects your life forever, also ac¬ 
cumulates a definite sum that 
can be cashed in at the end of 
a predetermined number of years;

Cheapest tfe insurance: Single 
premium, all paid in advance, 
benefits of which are more than 
double. Next cheapest in total 
outlay is 10-pay life. 

• • • 

Average life insurance policy 
is around $2300, local salesmen 
point out. Age average of pol¬ 
icy-holders is constantly decreas¬ 
ing, with thousands of fathers 
buying insurance for their 30 ns 

before they get out of policy. 

Earlier you buy insurance, the 

cheaper the premium (you can’t 
get a regular policy until you’re 
10 years old, and the amount is 
limited until you’re 15).

Some companies write only 
"standard business," insist that 
applicants’ financial position, 
health and morals are in tip-top 
shape, and that his occupation 

isn’t hazardous. Others write 
"sub-standard” policies, give a 
special rating to people in haz¬ 
ardous occupations.

CONSTRUCTION 
COSTS UNDER 
ESTIMATES 

Metropolitan Water district 
taxes won’t go up this year. 

Acting on the recommendation 
of its finance committee, the dis¬ 
trict’s board of directors yester¬ 
day voted to limit the tax levy for 
1938-39 to a 40-cent rate, the 
same as in effect during the past 
fiscal year. 

Aqueduct construction costs, as 
a whole, have been considerably 
less than original estimates, fi¬ 
nance committeemen said. Addi¬ 
tional savings have been effected 
through a recent bond refunding 
agreement with RFC. These facts 
have made possible the same tax 
rate, they said, despite the fact 
that approximately $32,000,000 of 
additional bond funds were in¬ 
vested in aqueduct construction 
during the past year. 

By the end of 1938-39, said Gen¬ 
eral Manager F. E. Weymouth, 
the aqueduct system will be 92 
per cent completed. Now the 39\- 
mile water supply system, extend¬ 
ing from the Colorado river to the 
13 cities comprising the district, 
Is 85 per cent completed. 

Out of the 40-cent district tax 
rate, 35 cents will be used to meet 
Interest payments on outstanding 
bonds and other capital charges; 
a five-cent levy is for general op¬ 
erating purposes. 

The aqueduct, expected to be 
completed by late in 1939, will 
deliver a billion gallons of water 
a day to the 13 district cities, 
which includes Santa Ana, Ana¬ 
heim and Fullerton in Orange 
county.

great men of the Bible. We read that 
after his birth Hannah remained at 
home and nursed the child until the time 
of his weaning. In those days this may 
have been until he was five or six years 
old. Then she took him (not sent him) 
unto the house of the Lord, fulfills her 
vow and presents him to the Lord for 
His service. Hannah is known for hei; 
noble and happy motherhood. Through 
her son Samuel was the course of events 
changed in Israel. 

But as with Israel, so are we living in 
a day of decline in social standards and 
behavior, and our home life is at a low 
ebb. Real homemaking seems to be go¬ 
ing out of style. In its place are furn¬ 


ished apartments with suit cases that 
can easily be moved to another apart¬ 
ment upon short notice. Children are 
not expected or desired. Women have 
been granted the franchise and business 
and politics are now claiming their time 
and thought so fully that there is no 
time for home building and motherhood. 

And the world is paying and suffer¬ 
ing for it. The coming days will make 
it even more apparent. We need to be 
called back to the Bible teaching and 
type of home life. Our civilization can 
be preserved at a high standard only as 
this is done. The home is the necessary 
unit of society if our civilization is to be 
kept off the rocks. 

How fortunate the child who can have 
a Hannah for a mother. One of the 
world's greatest needs is better mothers. 
Perhaps here is a good time to ask our¬ 
selves a few questions. Are we living 
in the home as we should, and training 
and holding our children as we should? 
Are we giving to the church and world 
any Samuels? Hannah gave time to 
Samuel’s care and training and made 
some sacrifices, yet she made good with 
her son. Are we making good with our 
sons and daughters?

The prison "grapevine” system 
of communication is seen and 
heard in action in the new Sylvia 
Sidney-George Raft film, "You 
and Me,” which comes Sunday to 
the State theater. 

The "grapevine" system is a 
code prisoners use in large penal 
institutions to talk between them¬ 
selves, or to convey information 
that is forbidden by the prison 
regulations. It is worked on the 
simple principal that mental pipes 
carry sound, and since each prison 
is by necessity fitted with plumb¬ 
ing, the primitive telephone will 
carry a code wherever the pipe¬ 
line goes. 

The actual code consists of rap¬ 
ping very lightly on the pipe. 

In "You and Me,” a dramatic 
sequence is enacted by setting to 
music the “grapevine” code. The 
song is called “The Knocking 
Song” and was Written by Kurt 
Weill. 


Irving Berlin is wondering if he 
will be considered somewhat of a 
traitor to the song-v/riting world. 

This world - famous composer 
was induced by Darryl P. Zanuck, 
20th Century-Fox production chief, 
to write the original story for the 
spectacular production of "Alex¬ 
ander’s Ragtime Band,” which now 
is attracting big crowds to the 
West Coast theater. 

But when he handed it in, in¬ 
stead of the emphasis being on 
music, the story predominantly 
stressed the dramatic theme. Start¬ 
ing with the time, 1911, when he 
wrote his first big international 
song hit, “Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band,” Berlin carried the sweep¬ 
ing drama through the World war 
years up to the present. 

Although the st o r y centers 
around Alexander, played by Ty¬ 
rone Power, and his sensational 
band which he developed on the 
Barbary Coast, most of the action 
of the story takes place in high 
emotional scenes in San Francisco, 
New York's Greenwich Village, a 
New York theater, a London the¬ 
ater and Carnegie Hall. 

For almost three decades, the 
drama depicts forces that brought 
about the development of ragtime, 
jazz and swing music — realism

In the neighborhood of 1000 
people were assembled in Birch 
park in Santa Ana last Thursday \ 
evening to hear Sheridan Downey, 
Democratic party candidate for 
the United States senate. Pier¬ 
son Hall, former Uinted States 
district attorney and now cam¬ 
paign manager for the senatorial 
candidate in Southern California, 
also delivered a well received ad¬ 
dress following Downey’s talk. 

The platform was well sprin¬ 
kled with a collection of candi¬ 
dates for local public office who 
were introduced by Chester Dale, 
Orange county campaign manager 
for Downey. J. H. Walsh, well- 
known Townsend leader, called 
the meeting to order and intro¬ 
duced the genial Senator Harry 
C. Westover who acted during 
thet evening as the master of 
ceremonies. 

Westover prepared his presenta¬ 
tion of the Democratic party 
aspirant to the U. S. senate with 
remarks relating to his associa¬ 
tion with the Townsend move¬ 
ment and received applause when 
he complimented the Townsend.ites 
because of their custom to open 
Townsend meetings with a pray¬ 
er and a salute and pledge of loy¬ 
alty to the flag of the nation. As 
Mr. Downey was scheduled to ad¬ 
dress another gathering in Los 
Angeles the same evening, the 
preliminaries were brief before his 
presentation. 

The audience was composed of 
members of several organizations 
who are Interested in the candi¬ 
date being the one to win the 
nomination on the Democratic 
and Townsend party tickets as a 
candidate for the U. S. senate. 
Chief among the organizations 
represented were members of the 
Democratic party. It was inter¬ 
esting to note and study the com¬ 
bination of forces which were 
present and gave evidence of 
backing the senatorial candidate’s 
candidacy. 

The candidate during his 45- 
minute address, impressed him- 
aelf favorably upon his large audi¬ 
ence as was indicated by the ap¬ 
plause freely given him at vari¬ 
ous times. His evident sincerity 
of interest in the plight of the 
people, suffering from want in a 
nation with the potentialities of 
power for the production of plen¬ 
ty was heartening in coming from 
a candidate to such a high of¬ 
fice as he is seeking. He pre¬ 
dicted that the nation would 
eventually find a highway over 
which To travel away from the 
present misery Into an era of plen¬ 
ty for all.

Touching upon the capabiliti'- 
of the nation to produce weal " 
and citing the fact that in 1037 
In the neighborhood of 65 billion 
of such wealth was produced and 
that inherent was the power to 
produce another sum of wealth 
equal in value to that which .lad 
been produced, he pointed out tn 
fact of the United States havin,"; 
the power to give to the elderly 
the generous annuities of the 
Townsend plan. Likewise he de¬ 
scribed California aa in the proc¬ 
ess of restricting the production 
of wealth instead of arranging 
for its distribution and deprecated 
such an attitude. In this connec¬ 
tion he drove home the fact of his 
belief that the Townsend plan was 
a sane, national recovery plan de- | 
signed and capable of redeeming 
the people as a whole. 

In referring to unemployment 
he voiced the opinion that instead 
of there being from 10 to 12 mil¬ 
lion of unemployed in the nation 
as commonly given out in the 
newspapers and through other 
sources that there is in reality 
nearly 20 million of such unem¬ 
ployed. This he characterized as 
a shame and a disgrace to so 
wealthy a nation. 

He closed his address with an 
eloquent appeal for his support j 
as a candidate to the United 
States senate on the part of all 
those who were anxious to have 
in that body a member from Cali¬ 
fornia who was interested in pro¬ 
moting the life of abundance for 
the people. He was heartily ap¬ 
plauded aa he retired. 

Senator Westover then pre- \ 
sented Pierson Hall, campaign 
manager for Downey, who won 
the audience to a feeling of 
warmth toward himself and his 
candidate almost immediately 
His candid, calm and at the same 
time appealing analysis of the 
situation as existing between ! 
Sheridan Downey and William 
Gibbs McAdoo as opposing candi- 1 
dates for the office of the United 
States senate undoubtedly was 
helpful to the former’s candidacy 

He spoke of the handicaps be¬ 
ing suffered In his campaign ef- ! 
forts in behalf of Downey because 
of a lack of funds for the buying 
of proper publicity in the way of 
both radio and newspaper space 
and pointed out the need of every¬ 
one who was interested, in doin;; 
a great amount of personal and 
precinct work if success was de¬ 
sired. He predicted the defeat of 
Senator McAdoo and the success 
of Sheridan Downey in the pri¬ 
mary election on Aug. 30. 

He closed his address with a 
compliment to the Townsend 
forces for the spirit with which 
they saluted the flag in their 
meetings and said: “I wish you 
God speed and I hope you will 
work like h—1 to make Mr. Dow¬ 
ney your servant in Washington 
after the coming election.

You probably have not met a 
‘radium hound ' but he is a val¬ 
uable creature, with a very sci¬ 
entific ability at playing “needle 
in the haystack" to the tune of 
thousands of dollars. He is in 
a class with divining rods. Who 
named him is not known and 
fortunately h.s pointing abilities 
are not frequently required. 

Born in the physics laboratory, 
the “radium hound” is not a dog 
but an instrument, either the 
electroscope or the Geiger-Mu'- 
Jer counter, both of which are 
affect'd by the gamma radiation 
giv n off by radium. 

Radium is precious stuff and 
when it is used in the treat¬ 
ment of cancer and other dis¬ 
eases it is -sometimes lost. The 
amount used is so small and 
seemingly insignificant that pa¬ 
tients often can not be made to 
realize its value. A hundred 
milligrams in the form of a salt 
occupies the space of about a 
quarter inch of pencil lead. In 
former days this small amount 
cost $12,000, and while the price 
of radium has been reduced ma¬ 
terially a heavy investment is 
still necessary.
